Tho  drought  last  year  caused  scarcity  in 
several  districts  Especially  was  this  the  case 
at  Dermal  whore  the  visitors  at  tho  local 
hotol  were  inconvonioncod  by  insufficiency  of 
water  for  baths.  The  proprietor  on  scvoral 
occasions  insisted  that  tho  Council  should 
supply  water  at  all  times  and  under  all 
conditions  and  wont  tho  length  of  saying 
that  unlosc  given  satisfaction  on  this 
point,  ho  would  refuse  to  pay  tho  water 
rate.  An  assurance  that  tho  question 
of  water  supply  in  Formal  as  olsewhoro 
was  under  consideration  of  Water 
Enginoorsa  but  tho  tendency  to 

blamo  tho  local  authority  for  delay  is  in 
evidonco  fairly  generally. 

Tho  health  of  Rural  and  Civil  Parish  is  good.  Incidonco  of 
infoctious  disc as os  very  low.  Pew  eases  of  measles,  mumps  and 
chicken  pox  reported.  Dumber  of  T.3.  cases  3’ in  R.D.  and  2 
in  Formal.  Tho re  wore  four  deaths.
